1995, which would cover the second and third periodic

reports, a certain number of specific concerns should be 
addressed, relating to the implementation of the Covenant, 
and in particular: 

the effect of measures taken in the fight against 
terrorism following the events of 11 September 2001 and 
notably the implications of the Patriot Act on nationals as 
well as non-nationals (art. 13,17,18, and 19 of the Covenant); 

- problems relating to the legal status and treatment of 
persons detained in Afghanistan, Guantanamo, Iraq and other 
places of detention outside the Untied States of America 
(art. 7,9,20, and 14 of the Covenant). 

The Committee takes this opportunity to request the State 
party to submit the combined second and third periodic 
reports, under article 40.1(b) of the Covenant, or a report 
on the issues highlighted in the preceding paragraph 

In accordance with paragraph 3 of article 66 of its Rules of 
Procedure, the Committee would appreciate receiving the State 
party's report(s) by 31 December 2004.
